Father Arnold J. Wibbert, who had 
been assistant at St. Peter’s church, 
Fort Wayne, until two months ago, 
has made a report to the Bishop of 
his canvass of the area west of Gary 
which was assigned to him for a mis- 


sionary survey. Father Wibbert can-— 
vassed the whole region, knocking at | 


the door of every little house and 
shack, whether he knew the occupants 
to be Catholics or not, and he found 
120 fathers; 138 mothers; 83 children 
above twenty years of age; 67 chil- 


‘dren above fifteen years of age; 87 


children above ten years of age; and 
169 children under ten years of age. 
The sum total-is 615 souls. Fully 50 
families among these have not at- 
tended church for years. 

About half the people would be in- 
terested in having a new church, even 
though it be only a portable structure 
erected in this territory, but most of 
them are out of work at present and 
practically all of them are very poor. 

We are reporting this survey for 
the information it will bring to our 
people who have the notion that all 
home missionary work is situated in 
the far west. This is not the time in 
which to beg, but there are many who 
have sufficient trust in Divine Provi- 
dence to believe that It will come to 
their rescue if they will do something 
for the spread of His Kingdom.

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Coahuila Legislators Reject 
Plan Sponsored by Gov.

Mexico City.—The wide-spread anti- 
Catholic campaign to gain support in| 


‘other Mexican States for the acts of 


Governor Adalberto Tejeda and the 
Legislature of Vera Cruz, while it has 
won over the anti-clericals of two 
other States——-Chiapas and Yucatan— 
where the Legislatures have enacted 
laws limiting the number of clergy, 
has met with rebuffs in other sections 
and with complete rejection by the 
State of Coahuila. 

Sponsors of the Tejeda plan ad-| 
dressed themselves to the Legislators | 
of Coahuila and attempted to have 
them enact a statute similar to the 
Vera Cruz law. The plan was debated 
and rejected as “impractical” and “not 


worth consideration.” 


Present Law Upheld 


The decision of the Legislators of | 
Coahuila, it was stated in dispatches 
received here, was based upon the fact | 
that the National Constitution, in Ar-| 
ticle 1380, provides in no uncertain 
terms that the number of priests in a 
State shall correspond to the number 
of inhabitants. It was even declared 
in the session that some towns in the 
State of Coahuila have the right to| 
another priest but never have ad- 
vanced the claim. The deputies, the’ 
dispatch stated, expressed themselves | 
as satisfied that the law was not being 
abused. 

In Yucatan, however, the Legislators 
enacted a law reducing the number of 
priests from 41 to nine, although there 
are 400,000 Catholics within the State. 


The State of Chiapas also has enacted 


a law limiting the number of priests 
to nine. There are 350,000 Catholic 
there. 

The arrest here of a group of men 
suspected of having been implicated 
in the bombing of the Professa 
Church, on August $1, has been fol- 
lowed by their release.
